The Wilmington Board of Selectmen and Town Manager have settled a three 
year discussion and have agreed that Wilmington should retain its connections 
with the Municipal Light Department of the Town of Reading, and forget at this 
time any ideas of Wilmington operating a power plant by and for itself. 

A four page study, released by the Town Manager and Selectmen Tuesday 
evening spelled out the details, and the reasons for the conclusién reached, 

Mrs. Diane Fielding and George Hooper, who have been the Electric Power 
Committee of Wilmington, submitted their resignations, at the end of Tuesday 
night’s discussion. In some ways they were reluctant to do so, and in some ways 
the Selectmen were reluctant to accept, saying that the pair had done a lot of 


good work. 


Hooper noted that they had not spent one cent, of the $13,000 appropriated by 
the Town Meeting for their study.
